The tile most generally used for residences is flat, like a 
typical shingle. Ludowici manufactures two kinds of flat 
tile — ■ the '*shingle" of various colors and textures 
shown on page 4, and the "interlocking" tile which is 
illustrated and described on page 2. 

Roof tiles are made from shale, a particular kind of car- 
bon-bearing clay. The process of converting the clay to fin- 
ished tiles involves a special skill on the part of the clay 
workers, as well as much scientific knowledge on the part 
of ceramic engineers. Time is an important factor in this 
process — it requires about three to four weeks to trans- 
form raw clay into finished tiles. 

The home owner benefits from this carefully controlled 
manufacture. These beautiful and everlasting clay slabs 
provide him with the perfect foof — with complete pro- 
tection against all the elements, for the life of the house. 



In these fast-moving times the lasting product is the un- 
usual one and in the end the least expensive ... a tile roof 
is actually economical.

A building of this size, generally planned as a one floor 
structure with two bedrooms, provides ample room for the small family, 
and, most important, these homes are within the means of average 
people.

To simplify and strengthen construction in these contemporary homes, 
many architects and builders employ a series of pre fabricated trusses 
for roof support instead of conventional rafters. These trusses are 
stronger than rafters, although they require less wood to build, hence 
less labor cost. On this type of roof structure, Ludowici Interlocking 
Tile can be used with perfect safety, thus providing the small home 
with the finest type of roof, heretofore considered suitable only for 
larger and more expensive houses. 

As each trussed roof must be designed individually, there is no standard 
formula, but engineering data which has wide application is reproduced 
below.

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The truss shown at right is of stondord de- 
sign with a 28 foot span spaced 24" O.C. 
Computation of loads continuous on top 
member including combined bending and 
compression stress shows a maximum safe 
load on each truss of 1200 P.S.t. when con- 
structed with 2"x6" chord and top member. 
For Ludowici interlocking tile the sofe load 
would be 1037 P.S.I. In comparison with 
standard rafter construction for a roof of 
the same height and width, the rafters should 
be 2"x8" becouse the total stress equals 
1645 P.S.I, with 2"x6" members and 884 
P.S.t. with 2"x8" construction. Technical 
analysis of any specific roof structure is 
available through your architect, builder or 
truss manufacturer.
